GENERAL ORDINANCE NO . G-

AN ORDINANCE amending Chapter 11 , 

Sections 20, 21, 22 and adding Sections 
23 and 24 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 1946. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Sections 20, 21 and 22 of Chapter 11 of the 
Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, are 
hereby amended to read as follows : 

Sec. 20. No nuisance where adequate and open fire lanes . 

No building shall constitute such a nuisance if the 
owner and lessee provided adequate marked fire lanes, 
complying with the standards proposed by the Fire 
Prevention Bureau as hereinafter provided and keep such 
lanes open at all time for fire fighting equipment. 

Sec. 21. Standards For Dedication of Lanes . 

The Fire Prevention Bureau shall prepare standards 
for the dedication of fire lanes, which standards shall 
be furnished upon request to anyone wanting them. 

Sec. 22. Dedication of Lanes 

No building permit shall be issued a) for the con- 
struction of any new building in a shopping center which 
has, or which has been planned to have, three or more j 

different lessees engaged in retail sales, in the service 
and repair business, in the restaurant business or in the 
entertainment business; b) for the construction of a 
nursing home, or for the alteration of an existing build- ' 
ing for such use; c) for the construction of an apartment 
building having six or more separate apartments, or for 
the alteration of an existing building for such use, \ 

unless the owner of the real estate upon which the con- \ 

struction or alteration is to occur shall first have 
dedicated adequate fire lanes, either for general public | 

use or for use only as fire lanes, and unless the bureau | 

of fire prevention shall have issued its certificate in * 

writing that such fire lanes, as dedicated, comply with | 

the standards prepared by said bureau. Thereafter the ^ 

fire department shall be responsible for marking the j 

lanes and keeping them open and the owner and lessee shall i 
be relieved of all further responsibility under this article.; 

SECTION 2. Chapter 11 of the Municipal Code of Fort j 
Wayne, Indiana, 1946 shall be amended by adding thereto Sections | 
23 and 24 as follows: | 
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Sec. 23. Penalties For Obstruction Of Lanes . 

Any person parking in or otherwise obstructing a 
marked fire lane, whether or not dedicated, shall 
be subject to the same penalties provided for such 
parking or otherwise obstructing fire lanes on public 
streets. Personnel of the Fire Prevention Bureau are 
authorized to, and shall, issue tickets for such park- 
ing or otherwise obstructing marked fire lanes. 

Sec. 24. Severability 

If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph, part 
or provision of this Ordinance shall be held invalid 
by any court, it shall be conclusively presumed that 
this Ordinance would have been passed by the common 
council without such invalid section, clause, sentence, 
paragraph, part or provision. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and 
legal publication thereof.
